Washington, July 12—Special—Despite all reports to 


the contrrry it may be positively stated that this government 
has sent no communication to Spai i informing that govern- 
ment of the terms upon which peace will be granted. Spain 
has made no request for such terms,,.and it would be mani- 
festly improper for the president to offer any, basides being 
an excess of his authority. 
Congress will doubtless be called 


npon to arrange terms of settlement when Spain has had 
enough of war. 
The president can only proclaim a cessation 


of hostilities. The time for this has not arrived. 
When the 


Spaniards are driven from Cuba and Porto Rico it will be 
ample time to consider peace proposals. . They will not be 
•entertained, even if made, under present conditions.

Many of the finest buildings in the 


city have been utterly ruined. The fire of the Americans has 
not been confined to any particular locality, but has been dis- 
tnbuted all over the city. 
Warehouses and public buildings 


particularly have suffered. There are few places left in whfch 
it is safe to remain for any length of time, and the inhabitants 
as a rule prefer taking their chances in the open air.

Shafter Reports Progress. 


Washington July 12-Special—The following was re- 


ceived from Gen. Shafter this morning: 


"Playa Del Este, Monday-It has bten very 
qujet. 


But little fighting. A flag of truce has been up since two. 
Considering a proposition for surrender, now that I have the 
town surrounded on the north line. Onlythree or four casu-, 
allies—one killed, as far as I can learn. 
I expect to have 


new batteries in position tomorrow. 
There is a great deal of 


suffering among the people who have cone out of Santiago. 
I am doing my best to relieve it, but am not entirely success-

Looks Like Surrender. 


London, July 12—Special—The resignation of the Sa- 


gasta ministry is thought here to be a step in the direction of 
peace. . The ministry being responsible for the war could not 
acknowledge itself in the wrong without stultifying itself but 
seeing defeat inevitable it has chosen io delegate to others 
the work of terminating hostilities. Whatever the queen 
regents personal preferences may be, she will be compelled 
by public sentiment to appoint a cabinet with tendencies to- 
ward peace. 
It in probable that there will be only enough of 


belligerency in the new ministry^ stand out for the best terms 
obtainable, or in ther words to play the game of bluff with 
such a show of confidence as will'save to Spain a portion of 
the stake she has Hiked on the game. 


They Have Not Escaped. 


Washington, July 12-Special-The story that Gen. 


Toral has succeeded in making his escape from Santiago 
takirg wuh h,m the bulk of his army, is discredited here 
Such an escape would have been impossible, and the only 
ground for the report is the fact that the Spanish fire in re- 
sponse to the atlack of Sunday was very feeble. 
This is ac- 


counted for by the fact that ammunition is low in Santiago 
and the commander is saving it as much as much as possibli 
o resist the final attack. There is every reason to beheW 
that. Toral s entire force is still in the city, and the soldiers 
will not emerge except as prisoners of war..

0 gent, capable of doing hard .work and

He declared lilmBelf heartily In fav- 


or o( pressing to a victorious conclu- 
sion our present war with Spain, say- 
ing: "Providence designed this nation 
to bo the supreme mistress of the 
western hemisphere, nnd we must Bteer 
our vessel toward th!» haven. We must 
dig and absolutely own the Nicaragua 
cannl.- It la essential to our progress, 
to our safety, and to our convenience. 
For our own safety and advantage, as 
they become ripe for such a step, ac- 
quire the West Indian Islands, to 
round out our southeastern boundary 
and perfect our republic. Wo must 
have harbors all over the earth for the 
accommodation of our lleots, of our 
navy, and of our shipping." 


"These things are In the line of our 


natural 
development and progress. 


They do not Involve the establishment 
of a corrupt colonial system. 
They 


will be In line with the policy pursued 
by all of the great democrats who gave 
tlila republic tho American continent. 
On the other hand, we must prevent 
those wild schemes of conquest and 
plunder which contemplate the estab- 
lishment of a colonial empire on an- 
other continent nnd under conditions 
which must result In injustice and In 
gigantic scandals, schoinea which, In- 
ttead of adding honor 10 aur Hag, would 
pollute it in the estimation of man- 
kind, schemes which would Involve us 
In endless dilllcultlcs and wars, and 
which in the end could not give us any 
advantage over and above that which 
we would got by simply securing in 
tlmate commercial relations with these 
countries. 
Our motto must bo "the 


natural development and supremacy 
of this continent, but 
opposition to 


spoliation 
and 
conquest. A mighty 


Anglo-Saxon republic, not a mongrel 
conglomeration." 


Ho charged tho republican adminis- 


tration of the state with gross mis- 
management and extravagance, and de- 
nounced the contract system in 
tho 


Jollet penitentiary. • 


"I appeal to you, young men, prepare 


yourselves for the "Brent work before 
you, 
for upon you it must devolve. 


Most of UE who have been laboring in 
the vineyard, doing the little we could, 
now find that we havo passed the ze- 
nith. Wo find that our shadows are 
growing longer, we find that our en- 
durance and our activities are growing 
shorter. We can still work at clearing 
away tho rubbish, we can still chop 
down the underbrush, wo can still help 
to make the road over which the army 
shall pass, we can Rtlll stand guard at 
strategic points, but advancing armies, 
conquering armies, must be led by 
young men, men who havo their ca- 
reers before them. Rise to the occa- 
sion. Meet the demands of the time. 
Respond to the call of the age. 
Re- 


spond to the cry of humanity, and you 
can wrlto your names against tho 
Bides In letters of glory, and win the 
blessing of all the generations to 
come." 


On the question of tho free coinage
